The Society, which yesterday 
morning had already doubled the 
total of Its objective as set by the 
war council, has to date collected 
the sum of $175. However it is ex- 
pected that with an objective of 
$1.00 per student, the net result of 
the 1045 drive should exceed the 
$1.700.00 total of last year's canvass.

Professor Humphrey 
, Speaks at Meeting 
Of Int. Relations Club 



Prof. Humphrey, of the law 
faculty, made a strong plea for 
Canada's entry into the Pan-Amer- 
ican Union In his address to the In- 
ternational Relations Club last 
night. 

He began his speech with a warm 
welcome to stuScnts from the Uni- 
versity of Montreal who were pre- 
sent. Then, entering upon the sub- 
ject under discussion, he quoted a 
statement by Premier King and 
also Gallup Poll figures to show 
how little Canadians know about 
what the Pan-American Union 
reaUy is, following this with an 
outline of the history of the P.A.U. 
since its inception. 

Turning to Canada in relation to 
the P.A.U, he stated that before 
1940, Canada had regarded it large- 
ly as a part of "United States. Jm- 
perlalisra." But, he said in that 
year, due to Canada's entry Into the

"Urban Mental Diseases" 
Subject of Faris Lecture 

Next Wednesday Dr. R. E. 
Lee Faris, .sociologist, professor, 
painter, and co-author of the 
book, "Mental Disorders in 
Urban Areas", will give the sec- 
ond in the series of "Lectures 
on Living" In Moyse Hall, Mc- 
Gill University 

The subject of his talk is to 
be "Social Heritage and the Be- 
haviour of Children", the theme 
of his book. 

"His research has lead to the 
determination that cases of 
mental disease in cities varied 
directly as the distance of the 
surveyed section away from the 
centre of the city, and that the 
different types of mental ill- 
ness bore definitely on the sec- 
tion of the city in which they 
were found." 

Dr. Lee Faris was formerly a 
member of the faculty of socio- 
logy at McGill University.

Canada Topic 
Of Discussion 

French Society 
Hears Gagnon 
At RVC Today 

Jean -Louis Gagnon will address 
a meeting of "La Société Française" 
today on the subject of "Le Can- 
ada dans le monde moderne." The 
meeting, which Is sponsored by the 
Women's Union, will be held In the 
R.V.C. Common Room at 4 p.m. Re- 
freshments will be served. 

Mr. Gagnon, journalist, editor, 
radio commentator, and author, was 
born in Quebec city. He received 
his education in his native city, in 
Montreal and in Ottawa. 

While he was at the University 
of Ottawa, he published an article 
in "L'Ordre" advocating the pro- 
motion of English educational sys- 
tems In Quebec, claiming they 
would bîtter equip French-Can- 
adians for the world in which we 
live. For this, he was summarily 
"bounced out" of the university one 
month before he was to obtain his 
B.A. degree This confirmed his re- 
solve to carry on the battle of free 
speech and thought in the Province 
of Quebec. 

Having chosen the field of jour- 
nalism, Mr. Gagnon, together with 
three friends, founded a . monthly 
called "Vivre" In which they ex- 
pressed their anti-clerical and 
slightly anti-British views. The 
paper lasted only a year. Mr. Ga- 
gnon's next venture was a novel 
on the Bonnet Labor Camps on the 
strength of a two week' sojourn In 
one of them. He served as editor 
for a small town paper for six 
months; then he was "fired" for 
his editorials which were consider- 
ed too radical for the local worthies

Major Donald Johns 
Of the Indian Army 
Broadcasts in East 

Major Donald Johns, graduate of 
McGill, Is now broadcasting to the 
peoples in the Far East. Enlisted in 
the Indian Army, he is playing an 
Important part in the organization 
of the offensive against Japan by 
Mountbatten's forces. 

Leaving Canada before the war 
for the Pacific area, Major Johns 
still officially lists 4006 Beacons- 
field Avenue, Montreal, as his per- 
sonal address. He graduated from 
McGill after working his .way 
through as a bellboy in a Sher- 
brooke street hotel. In the sum- 
mer he worked on the west coast of 
Canada and from that experience 
developed a yearning to see the 
lands beyond the Pacific— a wish 
which became a reality. 

Major Johns became professor at 
the University of Kobe, mastered 
the Japanese language, and even 
delivered a series of lectures' at 
the Imperial University in Tokyo— 
a great honor but an unpaid cne. 

He saw Canadian troops arrive 
in Hong Kong, and reached Singa-

only one thing, that the co-eds on the campjts 
are not dependable, in that they have -not 
accepted responsibilities which they placed mpon 
themselves. The logical "conclusion will prob 
ably follow— the War Services will again come 
under faculty jurisdiction next fall and be made 
compulsory. 

It was hoped, at the beginning of this year, 
that the condensation of preliminary and ele 
mentary courses for the purpose of permitting 
the girls to go into active services sooner would 
increase the interest in the War Services for 
women students. However, even with the per- 
sistent efforts of the Women's Union Executive 
to provide courses that would be interesting and 
enable the students to enter fields where they 
are most needed now, and will be in the rehabili 
tation programs of the Ajlied Nations, less than 
60 °/o of the co-eds have enrolled. 

Complaints have been raised, particularly 
by the first year students, that volunteer work 
is not given to them when they ask . for it. It 
should be pointed out that certain qualifications 
are set by the organizations for which workers 
are needed, and girls must qualify, not only by 
prerequisite courses, but by attendance records 
and dependability. 

The responsibility which the co-eds accepted 
last fall in making these courses voluntary was 
not a light one. The need for qualified assist 
ance> at this time is greater than ever before if 
we are to put our full strength into the war 
effort. College students have a responsibility 
not only to the post-war era, but to the imme- 
diate drive of our country. Two hours a week 
for each student may 6eem a mere drop in the 
bucket to the country, but multiply this by the 
1,000 college girls at McGill, and you have 2,000 
working hours every week. 

No girl can casually toss off this duty by 
saying it is voluntary. It is her own personal 
responsibility in upholding the dignity of herself, 
of her fellow students at the college which she 
represents, and of her country, whose war effort 
she can assist in this way. 

•But it is not only of /the present that the 
co-ed must think, it is of the value that this 
training can be in the rehabilitation era. It will 
be many years yet before thé post-war recon- 
struction plans are established. It is the respon- 
sibility of university women, as the future 
leaders of the humanitarian efforts of our 
communities, to take the lead in preparing a 
large reserve of personnel with which to carry 
out these plans.

Philosophical Materialism 

(A Special Guest Column; 
Once wc have compromised with psychological 
necessity and admitted a measure ot philosophy and, 
above all, vital idealism into some aspects of mater- 
ialism, the latter becomes a cogent, active principle. 
In this form it represents a great advance over' class- 
conscious naturalism, which was still bourgeois- 
romantic. In this Iorm too it comes even closer to 
Spinoza's ethic. 

But one vital difference between Splnoiist (or any 
other) philosophy and materialism is that the latter 
makes a philosophy available to Everyman, not only 
to the esoteric mind. This was really what I was 
driving at in my first two articles, by appealing lor 
assistance in developing a method (i.e. a philosophy) 
of study. The materialist transvaluation of values, 
giving us anchors to earth, makes it possible for each 
man to "figure out" the universe for himself. Such 
aspects as its flexibility— not insisting on the ability 
to construct edifices of abstract thought to support 
one hypothetical, categorical idea, but seeing each 
such idea historically, as a response to needs: its 
restoring dignity- to each person, no longer having 
to be perpetually oppressed with other "greatness" 
or "goodness", but knowing that he is quite legiti- 
mate in finding value in himself merely as a living 
being: the whole clearing away of intellectual pyro- 
technics: such aspects lend themselves excellently 
to the individual elaboration of a world concept by 
many more people than have heretofore sought con- 
cepts independently. 

The simple fact of being given a key to the stable 
understanding of history is, however, not enough. 
Materialism may give us anchors to earth, but earth 
per se docs not give us any emotional satisfaction. 
A materialist conception of the universe must repose 
upon an ideal concept of life in order to acquire 
positive psychological value. Cynical disillusioned 
"materialism" has no place in thia search for the 
full expression of the life-impulse by the whole of 
society. Intellectual wish-fulfilment (i.e. the social 
ideal itself) is approved, for In this case it has a posl 
tive purpose. But psychological escapism, tending 
to retard the development of the social organism to- 
wards its most efficient articulation, is frowned upon, 
The materialist technique Is applied in discriminat- 
ing between what furthers and what harms the social 
ideal. For instance, conscience (race solidarity) is 
insisted on, not because it has any absolute value in 
itself, but because the individual will at the same 
time advance society and not find himself In painful 
conflict therewith, by being ethical. Similarly, mis 
anthropy would be frowned upon not because ot any 
intrinsic absolute wrongness, but because it is detri 
mental to society and undermines the individual's 
joy and belief in life (and in posterity, prerequisites 
for positive materialism. 

Of course, there are more problems than can be 
counted In this struggle of society to orient itself 
about scientific principles, and the ultimate degree 
of success as well as the time required lor it are 
moot questions. However, I must say that I believe 
this union of theoretical materialism and the life 
Instinct, in the form of vital idealism, responds most 
fully to the intellectual needs of the coming stage 
ot social evolution. In other words, to return to 
orthodox terminology, I believe the above approach 
to be "right". 

Footnote— In a recent article I made the following 
statement, to which M.H.E. took exception: "In our 
period to be ethical Is to be psychologically. un- 
healthy— the unpardonable. sin in the materialist's 
eyes." The objection was perfectly valid, inasmuch 
as I was thinking of "Materialist" in the sense in 
which I have defined it in this article— I.e. incorpor- 
ating the social ideal. I do not however still main 
tain that is a tragic fact that anyone who would 
attempt consistently to carry through in our society 
the ethical pattern which we have been taught to 
Idealize would be in a very short time a hopeless— 
and a useless— wreck.

GLOBAL 

THE GREAT PARADOX OF OUR 
TIME. 

In the midst of the present global 
conflict there is exhibited in the 
writings and speeches ot the lead- 
ers of our generation the great 
dilemma ot mankind. There is evi 
dent among the peoples of the 
world tho sincere and hopeful de 
sires for the establishment of last 
lng peace for the human race. 
Never in the history of civilized 
man has this ideal of "the last 
war" been so manifest. And with 
good' reason. For only the present 
untold destruction and suffering 
brought on by this cancer of the 
human race has Impressed upon the 
mind ot rational man the absolute 
need for the outlawry of war for- 
ever. One need not extend his im- 
agination to perceive the ultimate 
consequences of future war. In- 
deed, one shudders at the very 
thought if these consequences are 
subjected to rational analysis. 

And yet, with this desire for 
peace and fear of future war we 
tind ourselves awaiting World War 
III. It is conceived by many ot 
our leaders as well as the common 
people as but another evolutionary 
step in the cosmic march ot man. 
Surely, one can contend, without 
undue pessimism, that the outbreak 
o^ future wars Is the fundamental 
threat to the maintenance of mod- 
ern civilization., 

' Why therefore do we find our- 
selves In this dilemma which otters 
only disillusionment for the future? 
Our leaders are certainly aware of 
this danger but they lack the ini- 
tiative and foresight for concerted 
solution of the problem. 

Wc are told 'of the Atlantic 
Charter and the four freedoms; 
there is loud harangue about the 
unlimited possibilities which science- 
offers for the raising of man to 
material levels of existence which 
the people ot preceding generations 
could never envisage. They impress 
upon us the horrors of war and 
the need for permanent peace. And 
yet they treat ot this fundamental 
problem with the ruthless and ag- 
gressive tactics of nineteenth and 
early twentieth century power 
politics. The Dumbarton Oaks pro- 
posals are but an extension to the 
power philosophy common to our 
community of nation-states. Surely 
it must tall as have all other at- 
tempts at world peace which con- 
sider the nation-state as the basis 
of the world community. Nowhere 
do we find sincere attempts to es- 
tablish the peace so fervently ask- 
ed for by the peoples of tnc earth. 

The problem of war exists and is 
recognized. The solution is over- 
looked. For this breach of faith the 
leaders of the United Nations are 
to be severely reproached. Certain- 
ly the loss of life and material 
goods cannot be compensated for 
by expressions of principles and 
ideals which hold no promise ot 
materialization. This great paradox 
must be resolved.

tion of Fran Mafis, most of the 
characters seemed very obviously 
uncomfortable and artificial in the 
parts they filled. Coordination, 
enunciation, and sincerity were all 
lacking; in short almost the only 
feature of the play that most people 
attending were carried away by 
was the excellent scenery and stage 
effects. 

The Russian drama is not slow 
moving. It Is merely that its de- 
nouement is somewhat long. This is 
not a handicap in the least: it al- 
lows the development of real atmo- 
sphere and background, as well as 
an opportunity to know the char- 
acters. Anyone who saw Dostoiev- 
sky's "Crime and .Punishment," 
filmed in France before the war, 
will be a witness to that. . 

What is true is that the "V" 
Players overreached themselves In 
attempting to produce in a re- 
latively short time an example of 
a type of drama with whose char- 
acterization and method they were 
. largely unfamiliar. More experienc- 
ed New York actors have spent 
much more time In attempting to 
put over "Cherry Orchard", nor 
have they met with approval in all 
quarters. 

In no sense am I attempting to 
underrate the reputation of the "Y" 
Players. As a rule they are capable 
of quite a sustained dramatic pro- 
duction, but this time they should 
have had a bit more practice than 
they did.

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war, "People began to think in 
terms of Hemisphere defence" in 
Canada as in other states. Prof. 
Humphreys put forward his belief 
that at the 1940 P.A.U. conference 
in Havana, though we were not 
represented, our defence was con 
sidcrcd, because two weeks after 
it, we made an agreement with th 
U.S.A. for the defence of "the north 
crn half of the western hemi- 
sphere." This, said Prof. Humphrey, 
put our foreign policy on an entire- 
ly new basis. 

Then he suggested that Canada's 
dollar shortage early in the war 
was a factor making for pan-Am- 
ericanism. Then in support 'of his 
belief in the existence of this Can- 
adian trend, Prof. Humphrey cited 
a number of instances of increased 
Canadian government connections 
with South American countries. 

Finally, Prof. Humphrey dwelt 
on the influence of the U.S.A. in 
preventing Canada's invitation to 
join the P.A.U. He quoted a docu- 
ment issued by the U.S. State De- 
partment In 1928 for the informa- 
tion of American delegates to the 
P.A.U. conference of that year and 
only made pubUc In 1942. This doc 
umnt shows, said the speaker, that 
the. Americans were then opposed 
to Canada's entry into the P-A.U 
on the grounds that it would have 
meant giving Great Britain a say in 
the organizaUon. 

"The real reason Canada Is not a 
member of the P.A.U. is that the 
U.S.A. does not want us," stated the 
professor and, "There is still evi- 
dence of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment's view that Canada's foreign 
poUcy is made in Downing Street," 
he conUnued. 

Prof. Humphry ended his address 
with a strong argument in favor of 
Canada's joining the P.A.U. 

A lively discussion followed the 
speech of the evening; many of the 
members present had visited South 
American countries.
